THE REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE 
~. OF 1831 AND 1886. 

“A comparison of the items ‘of Revenue 
for 1881, which Sir. John Pope ' Hennessy 
‘ponsted was thus. far the. largest’ evér col- 
lected in'tho Colony and for- which he took 
-no ‘call amount of credit to. himself, and 
the revenue for last year, ‘which is: larger 
than that for 1881 by nearly: $60,000--and 
over which there has becn no gubernatorial 
yaunting, shows that the increase has been 
substantial in. almost every: department. 
‘The amount ‘realised from land was,’ of 
course, considerably less last ‘year than. ia 
1881, as there was none of the unhealthy 
speculation which was so preralent,-and 


the fact that the total. revenue has" been 
maintained, despite afalling off in ona source 


alone of $176,000, shows that the incroasing 
prosperity of the Colony is substantial and 
algo reflects a cortain amount of erodit on 
those charged. with tho management of its 
financial - affairs.
